chartered bank or treasury branch as a short term loan to be repaid principal and 
interest, in five years. Repayment would have to be made at the rate of approxi- 
‘mately $79,200 per year, including principal and interest, and the interest rate 
would probably be } to 1% higher than debenture rates. To repay this loan would 


Mill Rate require about 5} mills increase for five years. 


3. Some Districts feel that they have nothing to gain from the present build- 
ing program. Such Districts fall into two classes: (1) Those Districts where schools 
have been rebuilt or renovated since the organization of the Division. If electors in 
such areas now prevent the Board from building elsewhere the situation becomes 
impossible. Of course on a per room basis these schools did cost less money than 
the proposed schools but the Board built there at the time when the need existed 
regardless of the cost and that is the only sound principle that any Board can 
follow. (2) Those Districts in other parts of the Division where schools are old and 
yet they are not being replaced—To the electors in those Districts it must be said 
that while they do not participate in the present building program their turn will 
come later, provided that the present building program can be completed now 
where the need is greatest, but their turn can never come if electors vote against 
the construction of any school except for one in their own district. 


4. In summary: Very few people will deny the urgency of building. This 
leaves only two questions: 


(a) Should the Board Build with or without Government assistance? If elec- 
tors want Government help they vote for the By-Law. The reverse is equally true. 

(b) There is no question as to whether or not money is to be spent; the ques- 
tion is whether it will be spent in the construction of new buildings or repairing 
old buildings, and providing temporary classrooms.

The Board of the Olds School Di- 
Vision has put out a very interest- 
ing and enlightening circular letter 
in support of their proposed money 
by-law for $330,000.00 and I feel that 
they should be complimented on 
having placed the matter so clearly 
and fully before the ratepayers. In 
their last paragraph they say, 
“There is no question as to whether 
or not the money is to be spent, the 
question is whether it will be spent 
in the construction of new build- 
ings or repairing old buildings and 
providing temporary class-rooms.” 

I would like to make a few com: 
ments on this statement Piease 
note the following points: 

(1) Under our educational set-up 
the School Board is under a legal 
obligation to provide school  ac- 
ommodation for all children with 
in the Division. 


(2) Statistics covering both Can- 
ada and the United States show 
that since the war there has been 
a rapid increase in school popula- 
tion owing to war conditions follow. 
ed by a period of prosperity and it 


is estimated that this increase will 
not reach the peak until 1955. 

(3) Owing to inereased immigra- 
tion to this country stimulated by 
considerable industrial develop. 
ment it is estimated that Canada’s 
population will increase rapidly 
for some time to come and this gen- 
eral increase in population will no 
doubt make itself felt to some ex- 
tent in every community in the 
country thereby increasing the need 
for additional school accommoda- 
tion, 

1) Owing to Alberta oil the Pro- 
vince of Alberta will no doubt show 
a greater percentage of increase 
than most other provinces in Can- 
ada, thereby putting an even great- 
er strain on school accommodation 
requirements of the communities 
Within the Province. 

5) Local oil development at pres- 
ent in its initial stages in this parti- 
cular area can very well result in 
a very heavy demand on our local 
accommodation in the very 
near future, 

These five points should convince 
us beyond a shadow of doubt that

Alberta Farm Income 
Down From 1949 


Cash income from the sale of 
farm products in Alberta for the 
first nine months of 1950 is esti- 


mated at $241,299,000 as compared 
to $335,200,000 for the first nine 
months of the previous year. This 
shows a drop of 28 per cent, 

As far as the last three months 
of 1950 are concerned, R.E. English, 
Statician for the Alberta Dept. of 
Agriculture, advises that we can ex- 
pect a still further drop in cash in- 
come, with figures for the twelve 
months of 1950 over $100,000,000 
below those of 1949, Owing to the 
large amount of grain suitable only 
for feed, and grain that is tough or 


damp, delivered in the last three | 


months of the year, was below nor. 
mal, 

Mr. English suggests, however, 
that care should be taken not to 
confuse the cash position of Alberta 


$267,000,000 in 1949, but the 1950 
figure includes initial payments 
only, on wheat, oats, barley, and 
sugar beets. With the Wheat Board 
asking for No. 5 wheat at about 
$1.50 per bushel, substantial sup 
plementary payments may be ex- 
pected. 

| The livestock angle must also be 
considered. Owing to the low quali- 
ty of grain last fall, higher than 
normal quantities will be marketed 
in livestock, and the income from 
| this source will be spread over sev- 
}eral years. Now, says Mr. English, 
the livestock picture is good, and 


lif this continues, satisfactory re- 
turns may be expected through 
grains held for feeding. Cattle 


prices in 1950 were about one-third 
higher than in 1949 and sheep 
prices were nearly 20 per cent 
higher. The price of hogs was some- 
what reduced—about 2.5 per cent 
below normal. 

Taking everything into consider 
ation then, while cash income for 
1950 is down, it is expected that 
total value of production for the 
vear Will be higher than in 1949. 
This does not minimize the dilffi- 
culties farmers faced in higher pro. 
duction costs in 1950. Many pro-
